Abstract of Report of the Mone­ 
tary Commission. 


NEW BANKING 8TSTEM PB0P08ED. 


To HutMtltate Hank Not** For TV*s*nry 
Certificates and IN* Away W ith th* Da- 
po* 11 of Bond* W ith the G overnm ent.

The report of the monetary commis­ 
sion, containing the plan of currency 
reform proposed by it, together with a 
full discussion of the subject and a mass 
of valuable statistics and other informa­ 
tion, has been sent out by the executive 
committee of the Indianapolis conven­ 
tion. Following are the main points of 
the argument and the plan in detail: 
Th* Standard. 
The most serious evil of our present 
sitnatinn is the threatened degradation 
of our monetary standard. 
The concurring habits of individual 
mankind fix the standard by which to 
measure the value of labor and property. 
Governments cannot try to change 
this standard without making mischief. 
The standard thus fixed is now gold. 
This is a fact of civilization. 
Government, if it serves the people 
well, aooepts this fact and records it in 
law. 
As an immediate means toward this 
end we reooinmend that it shall be pro 
vided by law that all obligations of the 
United States, existing and future, shall 
be payable in gold except when other­ 
wise expressly provided. By the wise 
and courageous action of its executive 
officers the government has upheld that 
standard by paying its obligations in 
gold, but until such payment is required 
by law aud the door thus closed to all 
question as to the meaning of the word 
"coin" in the obligations of the govern­ 
ment we shall not have an established 
gold standard in the fall sense of those 
words. 
Dem and O bligation* o f th e G overnm ent. 
At the present time the government 
has no fund for the payment of its de­ 
mand obligations except the gqner^l 
balance in the treasury applicable alike 
to tho payment of all dues. Our reve­ 
nues are uncertain in amount, and our 
expenditures are large and growing and 
liable to vary. It is therefore uncer­ 
tain whether we shall have at any par­ 
ticular time an adequate fund for the 
redemption of the demand obligations

Borrow­ 
ing is on ineffectual resource, Decause 
under the law as it stands the notes 
which have been paid mast be returned 
to circulation, and so may be used over 
and over to draw out the borrowed gold. 
The issue of bonds, moreover, rests with 
the executive department, and whether 
it will be resorted to or not will depend 
upon the personal views and discretion 
of the officials at the head of that de­ 
partment. More serions still is the fact 
that it is in the power of the executive 
department as the law now stands to 
decide whether the government notes 
shall be paid in gold or in silver. An 
end should be put to this anomalous and 
hazardous situation by making specific 
and adequate provision for the payment 
of the demand obligations and directing 
in the law that such payment shall be 
in gold at the demand of the holder. 
A paper currency issued by the gov 
eminent aud circulating year after year 
without redemption educates the people 
in false notions concerning money. It 
appears to those who do not look at it 
critically to derive its value from the 
"government stamp.” It ceases to be 
regarded as a promise to pay money and 
seems to possess the virtue of money in 
and of itself, and it is so easy to create 
it that when times grow hard the oall 
for more is perfectly natural. There can 
be no doubt that the aberration of judg 
meat on the money question by so many 
of our people in recent years has been 
largely due to the miseducating influ­ 
ences of the greenback currency. 
Such a currency also lacks the im 
portant quality of automatic adaptabil­ 
ity to the varying demands of business. 
A paper currency created by legislation 
is fixed in volume by the law of its crea­ 
tion aud can neither contract nor expand 
in response to those varying conditions 
which are bound to occur in the affairs 
of men. 
More important than this is the fact 
that such a currency puts upon the gov­ 
ernment a burden in the maintenance 
of the credit of all the financial institu­ 
tions of the country. If the government 
should fail to redeem its notes, all bank 
notes, bank deposits, insurance losses 
and debts and dues of every kind not 
specifically payable in gold would be 
payable in the depreciated paper or in 
silver. Every passing incident, there­ 
fore, which raises an apprehension, 
however slight, of a possibility, how­ 
ever remote, that the government may 
be unable or unwilling to maintain gold 
payment of its obligations sends a nerv­ 
ous tremor through the whole business 
system of the country. 
Sovereign gov­ 
ernment cannot be compelled to pay its 
debts. It pay8 them only when it wills 
so to do, and the existence of doubt in 
the publio mind as to the continuance 
of the will of our government to pay its 
demand obligations in nccitey satisfac­ 
tory to the holders thereof is a serious 
ilrag on business enterprise. 
The existence of a large outstandinc 


debt payable OI demand is also a souro* 
of weakness to the government in its 
international relations Modern warfare 
is so expensive that it is almost as much 
a matter of money as men. A nation 
suddenly confronted by the alternative 
of war or dishonor would be greatly 
handicapped by a largo demand debt 
which it must provide for at once. 
Great aridith nal force is given to this 
consideration by the fact that it would 
be scarcely possible for this nation to 
engage in war in its present situation 
counting as part of the situation the im 
perfect development of clear conceptions 
an the subject of money in the minds 
rn me people— wnnont a suspension of 
specie payments and a resort to further 
issues of government notes. There is no 
doubt that if our government were re 
lieved of its existing demand obligations 
and our currency system put in working 
order upou a gold basis it would be en 
tirely possible for us to go through a 
war without suspension of specie pay 
meet or any derangement of onr moue 
tary system. If war should come, the 
value to the oountry of the ability to 
thus avoid the indirect loeses following 
from 
depreciated 
currency, 
inflated 
prices and 
financial demoralization 
would be so great that the burden of 
paying off now onr demand obligations 
would be as nothing in comparison. 
We have a total volume of paper and 
silver in circulation amounting to $008, 
728,087, all resting for its value on the 
credit of the government, less only the 
bullion value of the silver. That credit 
is maintainable only as a whole. The 
paper of the United States coaid not be 
dishonored and its silver upheld. It is 
necessary, therefore, that the govern 
meat should keep a large reserve fund in 
gold. Such a fund in the hands of the 
government is defenseless against at­ 
tack 
In countries where the govern­ 
ment has no demand debt outstanding 
and the gold reserve is held by banks 
the nation’s stock of gold is capable of 
some degree of protection throngh the 
rate of interest charged^for loans. Bot 
our government has no such resource 
Its great gold reserve is an open mine 
free to all who bring its notes. And as 
the entire monetary system of the coun­ 
try hangsupon that one reserve the sit­ 
uation is one of uncertainty and hazard 
against which no insurance is possible. 
As against these serious disadvantages 
there is no advantage which can pos­ 
sibly be claimed for paper money in the 
form of government notes over any oth­ 
er form of paper money equally good 
except the saving of interest on so much 
of the public debt as is represented by 
the notes. Bot this supposed economy is 
more apparent than real. Indeed when 
we consider all the facts such notes are 
an extremely oostly form of money. 
In order to create the gold reserve re­ 
quired for resumption in 1879, bonds 
were sold to the amount of $95,000,000. 
Daring 1894-0 $262,815,400 more were 
sold to protect the same reserve. The 
situation was then complicated by a def­ 
icit in the revenue, aud it may be said 
that tho necessity for the later sales 
arose partly from that cause. 
Not to 
enter upon that question closely, it is 
clear that with interest to pay on $857, 
000,000 of indebtedness incurred chiefly 
if net wholly, in consequence of the exist 
enceof the government notes and $100, 
000,000 of reserve lying idle in tho 
treasury, the saving in interest by the 
United States notes is a small gain com­ 
pared with the unending burden of pro­ 
viding for their redemption. 
We have 
already redeemed them in gold nearly 
twice over—$548,681,016—since 1879, 
and they are all outstanding yet. 
Worse than this, however, is the in­ 
jury which results from the element of 
uncertainty which is inseparable from 
such a currency. Such injury is none 
the less real because it may be unper­ 
ceived. It may go long unnoticed, like 
friction in machinery or malaria in the 
air, but it has its effect nevertheless, 
and when it reaches an acute manifes­ 
tation, such as we have experienced 
within the last five years, the loss occa­ 
sioned is beyond computation. 


The Silver Currency. 
We have $854,855,081 of notes of $5 
aud under and $60,190,788 of silver dol 
lars in actual cireulation, making a to­ 
tal of $414,551,819 of current money in 
use, exclusive of gold, in denominations 
of $1, $2 and $5. Our total stock of iii 
ver^dollars is $452,718,792. This is an 
excessive quantity to have at the exist­ 
ing discrepancy between their legal and 
actual values. But with further coinage 
of them discontinued and their parity 
assured by the exchange of gold for them 
on demand it is better to retain them as 
they are than to attempt a final solution 
at this time of the problem which they 
present. By withdrawing all silver cer­ 
tificates over $5 and all other notes un­ 
der $10 a place will be made for nearly 
all the silver dollars in a way which 
will give the country the full benefit of 
them for current use without imposing 
upou the treasury any serions burden in 
their maintenance. 


B anking System . 
The chief difference of the proposed 
from the existing system of bank notes 
is that it gradually does away with the 
requirement that there shall be a de­ 
posit of bonds with the government as 
a condition for the issuance thereof. As 
now the notes are to be a first lien upon 
all the resources of the banks, includ­ 
ing the stockholders’ liabilities. This 
change is necessary because of tho 
-vdrcity of United states bonds, and *ne 
attempt to substitute other bonds woald 
lead to many evils The change is wise 
ceca use it Delmita the issuauoe of uote* 


in the Way and at the time when and 
for the purpose for which they would h* 
issued under natural conditions if q* 
law prevented. Such a system would 
more perfectly than any other give th* 
country a circulating medium. It would 
readily aud quickly adjust itself from 
season to season to meet the wants of 
the business of the country requiring 
bank notes for its convenient transaction 
Under tho present system the problem 
presented to a bauk when its customers 
call for currency is not the amount of 
its own assets, but its ability and deair* 
to make an investment in something 
quite apart from its usual business as a 
bauk, in order that it may be in a post 
tion to provide a man who wishes is 
move property or employ labor with the 
tools most convenient at the time tor 
bis purpose. Notes secured aa herein 
provided cannot fail to be safe because, 
being based upon all the resources of ail 
the banks issuing them, they are based 
upon the whole business of the country, 
and that business is the thing which 
gives life and valne to all securities, 
government, municipal, rail why and in 
dividual obligations. Should all the re 
sources of the banks ever so shrink in 
value as not to be ample security for 
the amount of notes that could be issued 
under this plan, then all other seouri- 
ties, even government bonds, would be­ 
come valueless. The banks are bound 
together for the security of these notes 
to accomplish the same purpose that the 
deposit of bonds is intended to Beearn 
pli8b—namely, to guard against lorn 
through the misfortune or bad manage­ 
ment of single banks—and thus eave 
the holder of a bank note the need of ae 
curtaining the standing of any bauk 
The objection that is sometimes mads 
that the larger banks in the great cities 
would not issue notes becense of aa 
apprehended liability for other bank* 
is shown by statistics to be gronndlesa 
The year of largest bank failures was 
1893, bot had all tho banks of tbeoonn 
try then issued notes up to 80 per cent 
of their capital the amount of their as­ 
sessment to make good the ascertained 
deficiencies of that year ap to the time 
of the comptroller’s report of 
189$ 
would have been only a small fraction 
of I per cent. Had 80 per cent of the 
capital of all national banks been issued 
in notes upon the proposed plan sines 
the beginning of the national banking 
system in 1868 the assessment upon tbs 
banks annually would have boen aa 
amount so insignificant that it need not 
be taken into account. Taking the conn 
try banks as a whole, it is found that on 
Oct. 5 last they had $401,000,000 of tbs 
$631,000,000 of national bank capital. 
Should they issue notes up to 80 per 
oent of that capital they would have 
$331,000,000 of notes, and there would 
be $1,956,000,000 of resources against 
these notes, not counting stockholders’ 
liability. 
If these resources of the country banks 
are insufficient security for this amount 
of notes, they will be insufficient only 
because there would then be such a con­ 
dition of business paralysis that govern 
meut, municipal and railway bonds 
would be valueless, and also few if any 
banks in the reserve cities woo Id re­ 
main solvent. The occurrence of this 
disaster is so improbable that its con 
sideration may be dismissed. In some 
quarters fear is expressed that there 
would be an undue expansion under this 
plan. There is no danger of this. The 
system of redemption not only at the 
banks, but at the treasury in Washing­ 
ton and at the subtreasuries, would 
strongly guard against that. The expan­ 
sion over that which could be effected 
were no notes issued at all will be found 
upon investigation to be small. Dan­ 
gerous expansion does not take the form 
of the issne of bank notes, bot of the 
extension of credits. Very few borrow­ 
ers take their loans in the form of bank 
notes. The bank note is only one form 
in which he to whom credit is given 
will ase that credit. 
He can use it 
equally well for most purposes if the 
loan is placed to the credit of his ac 
count by the bank making the loan to 
him, or by Rome other bank or by a pri 
vale person. 
The existing tax of I per cent per an­ 
num on circulation is repealed. In its 
place taxation of capital, surplus and 
undivided profits is provided. The is­ 
sue of circulating notes is only one 
form in which a bank expresses its de­ 
mand liability. The other form, de­ 
posits, is, under the development of 
modern banking operations, of vastly 
greater importance and the one which 
in cities and highly organized commer­ 
cial communities is most used. In Octo­ 
ber, 1897, the country banks issued 
more than 72 per cent of all notes is­ 
sued. The reserve banks, except those of 
the central reserve cities, New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis, issued more 
than 18 per cent, New York more than 
8 -per cent, aud Chicago and St. Louis 
together about one-balf of I per cent 
Surplus and undivided profits and cap­ 
ital show the profits aud property of 
banks, and these are certainly more le­ 
gitimate objects of taxation than the 
mere instruments which banks may be 
called upon by their customers to issue 
to serve chiefly the convenience of those 
customers. This tax makes as equitable 
an apportionment of the expenses of the 
system as can be devised.

(g) Pay out United States notes or 
treasury notes not subject to im medial 
cancellation in exchange for gold ooin. 
(h) Pay out and redeem subsidiary 
and minor coins as provided by existing 
laws. 
(i) Payout United States notes in ex 
change for currency certificates. 
14. United States notes or treasury 
notes once redeented shall not Lie paid 
out again except for gold ooin, nuluss 
there shall be an accumulation of such 
notes in tho division of issue and re 
demptiou which cannot then be cancel­ 
ed under the provisions of the act, in 
which case the secretary of the treasury 
iball have authority, if in his judgment

in which Senator Hanna Is largaly 
Interested. Brantley la a contractor 
who hat large contracts under the 
municipal administration of Mayor 
Mctviason, and other members from 
Cleveland, who art supporting Hanna, 


are said to h a re measures ready for 
charges and investigations a t Cleveland 
th at w oald effect Brainily. 
Representative Jones of Stark county, 
a Republican, who is opposing Hanna, 
has been fre .neatly rem inded th at the 
county convention th at nom inated him 
adopted strong resolutions in stiacting 
him to support Hanna.

If H anna in no stronger iii the 
house than the Boswell ticket was, 
w hen Box we 11 received 68 votes and 
MaHon (an d -H anna) 66 for speaker, 
then Senator H anna won d have only 70 
votes on joint ballot, and 78 are neces­ 
sary to elect.

The bill will not 
di-turb the greenbacks, the silver coin­ 
age nor the gold coinage, bat it will ab­ 
solutely relieve the tr datary of h < re­ 
demption of any form of paper or coin 
certificates. It will make the provision 
that all other progressive countries ex­ 
cept our’s makes and keeps all forms of 
money at par. 
Guarantees will be 
furnished for ad paper money precisely 
ss it is now furnished by the bond se­ 
cants held by the government. It 
will be the old sound state banking sys­ 
tem nationalised—the boffola system. 
es it is called " 
Mr. Walker said he had not examined 
tne bill of the monetary commission, 
but said he considered the efforts of 
Secretary Gage and the monetary com­ 
mission of the very first importance in 
conjon Hon with the bills drawn by 
himself, air. Fowler and other members 
of the committee, and expressed the 
opinion that these efforts woa d materi­ 
ally aid in the solution of the problem.

The report of the monetary commis­ 
sion, containing the plan of currency 
reform proposed by it, together with a 
full discussion of the subject and a mass 
of valuable statistics and other informa­ 
tion, (im been sent out by the executive 
committee of the Indianapolis conven­ 
tion. Following are the main points of 
the argument and the plan in detail: 
Tho Standard. 
The most serious evil of cor present 
situation is the threatened degradation 
of our monetary standard. 
The concurring habits of individual 
mankind fix the standard by which to 
measure the value of labor and property. 
Governments cannot try to changa 
this standard without making mischief. 
The standard thus fixed is now gold. 
This is a fact of civilisation. 
Government, if it Barres tbs people 
well, aooepts this fact and record# it in 
law. 
As An immediate means toward this 
end we recommend that it ahall be pro 
vided by law that all obligations of the 
United States, existing and future, shall 
be payable in gold except when other­ 
wise expressly provided. By the wise 
and courageous action of its executive 
officers the government has upheld that 
standard by pay lug Its obligations in 
gold, bat until such payment is required 
by law and the door thus dosed to all 
question m to the meaning of the word 
coin" in the obligations of the govern­ 
ment we shall not have an established 
gold standard in the fall sense of those 
words.

balance in the treasury applicable alike 
to the payment of all does. Our reve­ 
nues are uncertain in amount, and oar 
expenditures ar© large and growing and 
la bl© to vary. It is therefore uncer­ 
tain whether we shall have at any par­ 
ticular time an adequate fund for the 
redemption of the demand obligations 
without recourse to borrowing. Borrow­ 
ing is an ineffectual resource, Dec an se 
nuder the law as it stands the notes 
which have been paid must be returned 
to circulation, and so may be used over 
and over to draw oat the borrowed gold. 
The issue of bonds, moreover, rests with 
the executive deportment, and whether 
it will be resorted to or not will depend 
upon the personal views and discretion 
of the officials at the heed of that de­ 
partment More serious still is the fact 
that it is in the power of the executive 
department as the law now stands to 
decide whether the government notes 
shall be paid in gold or in silver. An 
end should be put to this anomalous and 
hazardous situation by making specific 
and adequate provision for the payment 
of the demand obligations and directing 
in the law that such payment shall be 
in gold at the demand of the holder. 
A [taper currency issued by the gov­ 
ernment and circulating year after year 
without redemption educates the people 
in false notions concerning money. It 
appears to those who do not look at it 
critically to derive its value from the 
"government stamp." It ceases to be 
regarded as a promise to pay money and 
seems to possess the virtue of money in 
and of itself, and it is so easy to create 
it that when times grow hard the call 
for more is perfectly natural. There can 
be no doubt that the aberration of judg­ 
ment on the money question by so many 
of our people in recent years has been 
largely duo to the miseducating influ­ 
ence* of the greenback currency. 
Such a currency also lacks the im­ 
portant quality of automatic adaptabil­ 
ity to the varying demands of business. 
A paper currency created by legislation 
is fixed in volume by the law of its crea­ 
tion aud can neither contract nor expand 
in response to those varying conditions 
which ar© bound to occur in the affairs 
of men. 
More important than this is the fact 
that such a currency pnta upon the gov­ 
ernment a burden in the maintenance 
of the credit of all the financial institu­ 
tions of the country. If the government 
should fall to redeem its notes, all bank 
notes, hank deposits, insurance losses 
and debt* aud does of every kind not 
specifically (wtyable in gold would be 
payable in the depreciated paper or in 
silver. Every passing incident, there­ 
fore, which raises an apprehension, 
however slight, of a possibility, how­ 
ever remote, that the government may 
be unable or on willing to maintain gold 
payment of its obligations sends a nerv­ 
ous tremor through the whole business 
system of the country. 
Sovereign gov­ 
ernment cannot be compelled to pay Its 
debts. It pays them only when it wills 
so to do, and the existence of doubt in 
the public mind as to the continuance 
of the will of our government to pay its 
demand obligations in nr .'•toy satisfac­ 
tory to the holders thereof is a serious 
drag ou busine** enterprise. 
The existence of a Urns outstand int 


debt payable 01 d em a n d la also a bouto* 
cf weakness to the government in its 
international relations Modern warfare 
la so expensive that it is almost as much 
a matter of money as men. A nation 
soddenly confronted by the alternative 
of war or dishonor would be greatly 
handicapped by a largo demand debt 
which it most provide for at onoe. 
Great addita nal force is given to this 
oonsid erat ion by the fact that it would 
be scarcely possible for this nation to 
engage in war in its present situation— 
counting as part of the situation the ira- 
perfoot development of clear concept ions 
in the subject of money in the minds 
rn toe people—WI moat a suspension of 
specie payments and a resort to farther 
issues of government notes. There is no 
doubt that if our government were re 
lieved of its existing demand obligations 
and our currency system pot in working 
order upon a gold basis it woald be en­ 
tirely possible for os to go through a 
war without suspension of specie pay­ 
ment or any derangement of oar mone­ 
tary system. If war should oome, the 
value to the oountry of the ability to 
thus avoid the indirect losses following 
from 
depreciated 
currency, 
inflated 
prices and 
financial demoralisation 
would be so great that the burden of 
paying off now oar demand obligations 
would I© m nothing in comparison. 
We have a total volume of paper and 
silver in circulation amoontioff to $908, • 
728,087, all resting for its value on tbe 
credit of the government, lese only tbe 
bullion value of the silver. That credit 
is maintainable only as a whole. The 
paper of the United States coaid not be 
dishonored and its silver upheld. It is 
necessary, therefore, that tbe govern 
ment should keep a large reserve fond in 
sold. Bach a fund in tbe hands of the 
government is defenseless against at 
tack 
In conn tries where the govern 
meat has no demand debt outstanding 
and the gold reserve is held by banks 
tbe nation’s stock of gold is capable of 
some degree of protection through tbe 
rate of interest charged%for loans. Bat 
our government has no such resource 
Its great gold reserve is an open mine 
free to all who bring its notes. And as 
tbe entire monetary system of tbe ooun­ 
try bangs upon that one reserve the sit­ 
uation is one of uncertainty and hazard 
against which no insurance is possible. 
As against these serious disadvantages 
there is no advantage which oan pos­ 
sibly be claimed for paper money in tbe 
form of government notes over any oth­ 
er form of paper money equally good 
except the saving of interest on so mach 
of tbe public debt ss is represented by 
the notes. Bat this supposed economy is 
more apparent than real. Indeed when 
we consider all tbe facta such notes are 
an extremely costly form of money. 
In order to create the gold reserve re­ 
quired for resumption in 1870, bonds 
were sold to tbe amount of $95,000,000. 
Daring J 804-6 $262,815,400 more were 
sold to protect tbe same reserve. Tbe 
situation was then complicated by a def­ 
icit in the revenue, and it may be said 
that tho necessity for the later sales 
arose partly from that causa 
Not to 
enter upon that question oloeely, it ie 
dear that with interest to pay on $857,• 
000,000 of indebtedness incurred chiefly, 
if not wholly, in consequence of tbe exist­ 
ence of the government notes and $ I OO,- 
000,000 of reserve lying idle in tho 
treasury, tbe saving in interest by the 
United States notes is a small gain own 
pared with the unending burden of pro 
vidiug for their redemption. 
Wo have 
already redeemed them in gold nearly 
twice over—$548,681,016—since 1879, 
and they are all outstanding yet 
Worse than this, however, is tbe in­ 
jury which results from the element of 
uncertainty which is inseparable from 
such a currency. Bach injury is none 
the less real because it may be unper­ 
ceived. It may go long unnoticed, like 
friction in machinery or malaria in tbe 
air, but it has its effect nevertheless, 
and when it reaches an acute manifes­ 
tation, such as we have experienced 
within the last five years, tbe loss occa­ 
sioned la beyond compotation. 


Th* Silver Carre soy. 
We have $854,855,081 of notes of $5 
aud underand$60,196,788 of silver dol­ 
lars in actual circulation, making a to­ 
tal of $414,551,819 of current money in 
ase, exclusive of gold, in denominations 
of $1, $2 and $5. Our total stock of sil­ 
verdollars is $459,718,792. This is an 
excessive quantity to have at tbe exist­ 
ing discrepancy between their legal and 
actual values. Bot with further ooinage 
of them discontinued and their parity 
assured by tbe exchange of gold for them 
on demand it is better to retain them m 
they are than to attempt a final solution 
at this time of tbe problem which they 
present By withdrawing all silver cer­ 
tificates over $5 and all other notes un­ 
der $10 a place will be made for nearly 
all the silver dollars in a way which 
will give tbe country tbe full benefit of 
them for current use without imposing 
upou tbe treasury any serious burden in 
their maintenance. 
B to k iif System. 
The chief difference of the proposed 
from the existing system of bank notes 
is that it gradually does away with the 
requirement that there shall be a de­ 
posit of bonds with tbe government as 
a condition for the issuance thereof. As 
now tbe notes are to be a first lien upon 
all the resources of tbe banks, includ­ 
ing the stockholders’ liabilities. This 
change is necessary because of the 
•tarcity of United states bond*, and Jus 
attempt to substitute other bonds would 
lead to many evils The change is wise 
uvea use it Hermits the issuance of note* 


ta chn way and at tbe time whoa and 
for tbe purpose for which they would ba 
issued andor natural condition if na 
law prevented. Such a system woald 
more perfectly than any other give tbe 
country a circulating medium. It woald 
readily aud quickly adjust Itself from 
season to season to meet tbe wants of 
the bust new of tbe country requiring 
bank notes for its convenient transaction 
Under tbe present system the problem 
presented to a bank when its customers 
call for currency is not tbe amount of 
its own assets, but it* ability and desire 
to make an investment in something 
quite apart from its usual business m a 
bauk, in order that it may be in a pot! 
tion to provide a man who wiahaa Is 
move property or employ labor with tbs 
tools most convenient at tbe time for 
bis purpose. Notes secured aa hereia 
provided cannot fail to be safe because, 
being based upon all tbe reaonroeaof ail 
the banks issuing them, they are based 
upon the whole business of the w on try. 
and that business is the thing which 
gives life and value to all seouritiea, 
government, municipal, railway and in 
dividual obligations. Should all tim re- 
sources of the banka ever so shrink in 
value m not to be ample security far 
the amount of notes that oould ba iasoai 
tinder this pftin, then all other swart- 
ties, even government bonds, woald be­ 
come vslaelea. Tbe banks ore bound 
together for tbe security of these notes 
to accomplish the same purpose that the 
deposit of bonds ii intended to sworn 
plisb—namely, to guard against loai 
through the misfortune or bad manage­ 
ment of single hanks—and thus save 
tbe holder of a bank note the need of ae 
certainiug tbe standing of any bauk 
Tbe objection that is sometimes mads 
that the larger banks in tbe great cities 
would not issue notes because of aa 
apprehended liability for other banka 
is shown by statistics to be groundless 
The year of largest bank failures was 
1898, bot bad all tho banks of tbeoonn- 
try then issued notes up to 80 per oeot 
of their capital the amount of their as­ 
sessment to make good the ascertained 
deficiencies of that year ap to the time 
of tbe comptroller’s report of 
189$ 
would have been only a small fractioa 
of I per oent. Had 80 per cent of the 
capital of all national banks been issued 
in note* upon the proposed plan since 
the beginning of tbe national banking 
system in 1863 the assessment upon tbs 
banks annually would have been aa 
amount so insignificant that It need not 
be taken into aow unt Taking the won- 
try banks m a whole, it is found that ob 
Oct 5 last they had $401,000,000 of the 
$631,000,000 of national bank capital 
Should they iasne notes up to 80 per 
oent of that capital they would hava 
$831,000,000 of notes, and there would 
be $1,956,000,000 of resources again*! 
these notes, not wanting stockholders’ 
liability. 
If these resources of tbe oountry banks 
are insufficient security for this amount 
of notes, they will be insufficient only 
because there would then be snob a con 
aition af business paralysis that govern 
ment, municipal and railway bonds 
would be valueless, and also few if any 
banks in tbe reserve cities would re­ 
main solvent Tbe occurrence of this 
disaster is so improbable that iii con 
Hi derat iou may be dismissed. In some 
quarters fear is expressed that tbers 
would be an undue expansion under this 
plan. There is no danger of this. The 
system of redemption not only at th© 
banks, bat at the treasury in Washing 
ton and at tbe subtreasuries, would 
strongly guard against that. The expan­ 
sion over that which could be effected 
were no notes issued at all will be found 
upon investigation to be small. Dan 
gerons expansion does not take the form 
of the issue of bank notes, bat of the 
extension of credits. Very few borrow 
era take their loans in tbe form of bank 
notes. The bank note is only one form 
in which he to whom credit is gives 
will nae that credit 
He can nae it 
equally well far most purposes if tbs 
loan is placed to the credit of his so- 
count by the bank making the loan Ie 
him, or by some other bank or by a pri 
vale person. 
Tbe existing tax of I per oent per an­ 
num on circulation is repealed. In its 
place taxation of capital, surplus and 
undivided profits is provided. Tbe ia 
ane of circulating notes is only one 
form in which a bank expresses its de­ 
mand liability. Tbe other form, de 
posits, ia under tbe development of 
modern banking operations, of vastly 
greater importance and the (me which 
in cities and highly organized wanner- 
elal communities is most used. In Ooto 
ber, 1897, tbe oountry banka issued 
more than 72 per oent of all notal is­ 
sued. The reserve bank*, except those of 
the central reserve cities, New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis, issued mort 
than 18 por cent. New York more than 
8 -per cent, aud Chicago and St. Louis 
together about one-half of I per oeni 
Surplus and undivided profits and cap­ 
ital show tbe profit* aud property of 
banks, and these are certainly more Ie 
gitimate objects of taxation than tbs 
mere instruments which banks may bs 
called upon by their customers to Issue 
to serve chiefly the convenience of those 
customer*. This tax makes as equitable 
an apportionment of tbe expense* of th© 
system as can bo devised.

and thereafter from time to time to pay 
to those so registered cm such books in­

the holders and owners of registered 
bonds of the United States, and be shall 
also pay to those so registered the prin­ 
cipal sum originally deposited in gold 
coin at the date of maturity of such in­ 
scribed lo ms. 
Suitable arrangements 
shall be made at each and every money 
order postoffice in the United States for 
receiving such payments into the treas­ 
ury on like terms as well as for the 
transfer, ou proper identification, of any 
inscription on the books in Washington 
or of any part thereof not less than $50. 
No interest shall accrue or be paid on 
inscriptions which shall have been re­ 
duced below $50. No charge of any 
kind shall be made by any department 
or officer of the government for any 
service in connection with the receiptor 
transmission of the lawful money or 
iii tho transfer of inscriptions on the 
books at Washington. 
13. The division of issue and redemp­ 
tion shall on demand at Washington 
and at such subtreasuries of the United 
States as the secretary of the treasury 
may from time to time designate— 
(a) Pay oat gold ooin for gold certifi­ 
cates. 
(b) Payout gold ooin la redemption 
of United States notes or treasury notes 
of 1890. 
(c) Pay out silver dollars for silver 
pertificates of any denomination. 
(d) Issne silver certificates of denom­ 
inations of $1, $9 and 86 in exchange 
for silver dollars and for silver certifi­ 
cates in denominations above $6. 
(e) Pay oat gold coin in exchange 
fa* silver dollars. 
(f) Pay out silver dollars in exchange 
for gold coin, United States notes ut 
treasury notea 
(g) Pay oat United States notes or 
treasury notes not subject to immediate 
cancellation in exchange for gold ooin. 
(h) Pay oat and redeem subsidiary 
and minor ooins as provided by existing 
lawa 
(i) Payout United States notes in ex 
change for currency certifies tea 
14. United States notes or treasury 
notes once redeenfod shall not be paid 
oat again except for gold coin, unless 
there shall be an accumulation of such 
notes in the division of issue and re 
demption which cannot then be cancel­ 
ed under the provisions of the act, in 
which case the secretary of the treasury 
lhall have authority, if in his judgment 
;hat course is necessary fear the public 
welfare, to invest the same or any por­ 
tion thereof in bonds of the United 
States for the benefit of the redemption 
fond, such bowls to be held in the di­ 
vision of issue and redemption subject 
to sale at the discretion of the secretary 
at the treasury for the benefit of the di­ 
vision of issue and redemption and not 
for any other purpose. 
15. The secretary of the treasury 
shall be authorised to sell from time 
to time, at his discretion, any silver 
bullion in the division of issne and re­ 
demption, and the proceeds in gold of 
such sales shall be placed to the account 
of the gold reserve in the d’vision of in­ 
ane aud redemption.

All such notes shall be of 
uniform design aud quality and shall 
be made a first lien upon all the assets 
of the issuing bank, including the per­ 
sonal liability of its stockholders. No 
such notes shall be of less denomination 
thin $10. 
23. Up to an amount equal to 25 
per cent of the capital stock of the bauk 
(the whole of its capital being unim­ 
paired) the notes issued by it shall not 
exceed the val ne of United States bonds, 
to be fixed as hereinafter provided, de­ 
posited with the treasurer of the United 
States. The additional notes authorized 
may be issued without further deposit 
of bonds. 
Beginning five years after the passage 
of the proposed act the amonnt of bonds 
required to be deposited before issuing 
notes in excess thereof shall be reduced 
each year by one-fifth of the 25 percent 
of capital herein provided for, aud 
thereafter any bank may at any time 
withdraw any bonds deposited in ex­ 
cess of the requirements thereof.
